DECISION 

The Central Government, by the Ministry of Labour and 
Employment’s Order No. 55(23)/63-LRIV dated 3rd February 
1964, made in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 
36A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Act XIV of 1947), 
was pleased to refer for decision to me certain difficulties 
which in its opinion have arisen as to the interpretation in 
respect of the question specified in the following schedule to 
the said order arising out of the Award of the National 
Industrial Tribunal (Bank Disputes), Bombay published in 
the Gazette of India, Extra- ordinary. Fart II, Section 3, 
subjection (ii) dated 29th June 1962 with S.O. No. 2028 
dated tho 13th June 1962 

SCHEDULE 

“Whether the relief granted to banks in paragraph 
5-362 of the award of the National Industrial Tribunal 
(Bank Disputes) published in the Gazette of India Extra- 
ordinary Part II Section 3 sub-section (ii) dated the 29th 
June 1962 with S.O. No. 2028 dated the J3th June 1962 
in respect of the emoluments of workmen who were 
employed at places falling within area IV under the Sastry 
Award (as modified), would also be available in respect 
of the workmen employed in areas where the population, 
according to 1961 census, exceeds 30,000”. 

T After the parties had hied their written statements the 
reference was taken up for hearing and the arguments con- 
cluded on 22-12-1964. 


3. I may at th e very outset state that this reference has 
now only a retrospective interest inasmuch as the disputed 
Area iV has ceased to exist in respect of A and B class 
Banks from 1-9-1964 under the agreement dated 18-8-1964 
reached at a Tripartite Conference held by tho Chief Com- 
missioner of Labour, at New Delhi and Area IV for ‘C’ class 
Bunks has ceased to exist from 1-1-1965 under another Tri- 
partite agreement dated 20-8-1964* This reference, therefore, 
now has relation only to the past and whatever interpretation 
is placed on the directions contained in paragraph 5.362 of 
the Award of the National Industrial Tribunal (Banks Dis- 

utes) (hereinafter referred to as the Desai Award) will not 
a ve any prospective or recurring effect. In other words, 
the effect of the decision in tiffs reference will be limited in 
the case of A and B class banks till 3L8-1964 and in respect 
of class Banks till 31-12-1964. 

4. It is necessary, in considering the provisions of para 
5,362 of the Desai Award, to state that the Award of the 
All India Industrial Tribunal (Bank Disputes), Bombay, 
‘(popularly known after the Chairman of the Tribunal as the 
Sastry Award) as modified by the Labour Appellate Tribunal 
of India and the Industrial Disputes (Banking Companies) 
Decision Act, 1955 (Act 41 of 1955), was in force in the 
Banking industry till the Desai Award came into operation, 

5. The Sastry Award (as modified) classified the areas 
for the purpose of wage fixation into four as under : — 

Class 1 area , — Cities of Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, Delhi 
and Ahmedabad, as defined in paragraph 79 
of the Sastry Award. 

Class II area,— A 11 towns and cities other than those in- 
cluded in Class I area, which according to 
the census report of 1951, possess a popu- 
lation of one lac or more* 

Class III area . — All towns and cities* not included in 
Class I and Class II, areas and which 
according to the census report of 1951 
contain a population of more than thirty 
thousand each. 

Class IV area , — -All places not already included in Class I, 
Class II and Class III areas* 

6. It may be noticed that the class IV area was introduced 
by the modification order of the Government of India and 
upheld by* the recommendations of the Bank Award Com- 
mission legalised under Act 41 of 1955, It is the case on 
behalf of the Unions that the workmen were dissatisfied with 
the creation of the area IV and had been agitating for its 
abolition* and this question came up for consideration before 
the Desai Tribunal in the form of classification of areas. 
The Desai Tribunal dealt with the issue of classification of 
areas by paragraphs 4.130 to 4.190 of its award, and under 
the directions given in paragraphs 4,177, 4.180 and 4.183 it 
abolished area IV as far as the Commercial Banks, the State 
Bank of India and the Subsidiaries of the State Bank of India 
respectively were concerned. 

7. In paragraph 4.184 of its award the Desai Tribunal 
noted that the difference in tho total remuneration payable by 
the A, B and C class Banks under the Sastry Award as 
modified, to the clerical staff and the members of the sub- 
ordinate staff in Area IIT and in Area TV was very large. 
It then went on to observe that the difference would be 
further accentuated if the total remuneration payable under 
its award in respect of Area IB, wajs considered. The 
Tribunal then went on to observe : 

“If Area IV is abolished at once there will be a sudden 
steep increase in the total remuneration of workman at 
present employed in Area IV. It is desirable that the 
change should he gradual, Tt is further desirable that in 
the same place the total remuneration payable to a work- 
man should not differ having regard to the fact whether a 
bank has opened a branch after mv award or before my 
nward comes into force. Accordingly, T am providing for 
a short transitional period duriAg which progressively 
higher wages will be oaid In Arek IV until they come in 
level with those paid in Area III* and Area TV will cease 
to exist.” ] 

8. The Desai Tribunal, however, detained areas L TT and 
ITT under the following directions given in paragraphs 4.189 
and 4.190 of its Award : — 

“4.189. Under this award (T) Area T will comprise (1) 
City of Bombay including Greater Bombay, (2) City of 
Calcutta including Howrah, Barrackpore. Behala, Alipore, 
Cassipur* Garden Reach, Bartingore* Tollygungc* South 
Suburban Municipal Area and Dum Dum, (3) City of 
Delhi fndudfncr the New and Old Delhi and Delhi Shahclra* 
(4) City of Madras. (5) City of Ahmedabad, (6) City of 
Hyderabad comprising areas falling within the Hyderabad 
Municipal Corporation limits. Secunderabad, Secunderabad 
Cantonme'rit and outlaying urban units being University 
Area. Mulkajgm, Ahyal. Zamistapur, Attapur, Fathenapar, 
Dewflupafli, T alaguda. FCandikaf and Machaboliruni, 17) 
Bangalore comprising areas falling within the Bangalore 
Corporation limits* area notified under the Bangalore City 
Tmnrovemcnt Trust Board Act, excluding satellite townships 
and satellite towns within the Trust Board area, (8) 
Kalvan* (9) Tbana. and 610) TJttarpara and all places 
which may have n population of more than twelve lacs* 
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(II) Area II will comprise all cities other than these 
included in Area I which have a population of one lac or 
more, and Bhivandi, Chandetnagore, Chandigarh, Chin- 
surah, Cochin, Dombwli, Ferozeporc, Kakinada, Nasik, 
Pimpri, Pondicherry, Raipur, Shillong, Timnelvelli and 
Tuticorin, 

(III) Area ITI will comprise all places not already in- 
cluded in Area I and II. 

4.190. For the purpose of the classification of areas only 
the latest available all India Census figures should be taken 
into account. A similar direction was given by ihe pre- 
vious Tribunals and it seems to me to be a salutary direc- 
tion. Until the final official population figures of the 
latest 1961 census are available provisional figures as 
officially published should be adopted.” 

9. Consequent upon the abolition of area IV, the Desai 
Tribunal gave relief to the Banks as per directions contained 
in paragraph 5.362 of its award. The object of providing 
this relief was that if no relief was granted to the Banks 
other than banks in the Excepted List, there would be a sudden 1 
rise in the burden which the banks would have been unable 
to bear in connection with basic pay and dearness allowance 
and in connection with provident fund contribution and other 
benefits granted to workmen which are dependent on the 
amount of their basic pay. After setting forth in a tabulated 
form the total emoluments under the Sastry Award (as 
modified), payable in the 1st year of Service in area IV and 
the total emoluments under the Dcs'ai Award payable in the 
first year of service in area III, if no relief v/as granted to 
the Banks, the Desai Tribunal observed, 

“In view of the large difference between the Iwo sets 
of emoluments I consider that the burden should not fail 
upon the Banks all of a sudden but should fall gradually, 
so that the hanks should be able to adjust themselves to 
the new scales of pay and dearness allowance, I accord- 
ingly direct that all workmen who, immediately prior to the 
date when this award becomes enforceable under the pro- 
visions of section 17-A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947, were entitled to receive basic pay according to the 
scales of pay applicable to Area IV under the Sastry 
Award as modified should, after they are fitted in the new 
scales of pay applicable to Area HI* be paid by way of 
basic pay and dearness allowance (i) from 1st Januaiy 
1962 till the end of the year 1962, 20 per cent less than 
what they would otherwise have received but for the relief 
hereby granted, (ii) from 1st January 1903 till the end of 
the year 1963, 15 per cent less than what they would then 
have been entitled to receive if no relief had been granted 
from the very commencement (z.e, from 1st January 
1962), (iii) from 1st January 1964 till the end of the year 
1964, 10 per cent less than what they would then have 
been entitled' to receive if no relief had been granted from 
the very commencement (i.e. from 1st January 1962), and 
(iv) from 1st January 1965 till the end of the year 1965, 
5 per cent less than what they would then have been 
entitled to receive if no relief had been granted from the 
very commencement (i.e. from 1st January 1962). From 
and after 1st January 1966 they will receive the same 
amount which they would otherwise have received but for 
the reliefs hereby granted. The reliefs provided as afore- 
said will also be available in respect of workmen to whom 
the provisions of the Sastry Award as modified do not 
apply and who were employed at places falling within 
Area IV immediately prior to the date when this Award 
becomes enforceable. Notwithstanding anything herein 
contained no such workman will be paid a lesser amount 
by way of total emoluments consisting of basic pay and 
dearness allowance than what he would have received if 
this award was not made applicable to him. The amount 
of such difference will be paid to him by way of special 
adjustment allowance until the same is fully absorbed by 
reason of the increasing amounts becoming payable to him 
by way of basic pay and dearness allowance under this 
award.” 

10. The All India Bank Employees' Federation has sub- 
mitted in its written statement that whilst implementing the 
Desai Award, the Banks had mis-interpreted the provisions 
of the Award and had treated the workmen of the erstwhile 
area IV at par with the workmen of these places in Area IV 


the population of which had increased as per 1961 census 
and the places were to be up-graded as a result of the 
increased population, It has con ..ended that the relief 
granted to the Banks in paragraph 5.362 of the Desai Award 
can only be made available in areas under the Sastiy Award, 
where the population was below thirty thousand prior to and 
aCler the 1961 census. In other words it. has uiged that 
the Banks cannot claim the relief provided in paragraph 
5.362 cf the Desai Award in respect of the workmen 
employed in those class IV areas, the population of which 
exceeds 30,000 according to the 1961 census. It has urged 
that there is no justification for treating these areas as Area 
IV for the purposes of the relief granted by para 5.362 of 
the Award, as such areas were in the normal course to be 
upgraded to area III as a result of the rise in the population 
and the workmen of such areas were legally entitled to get 
their emoluments adjusted as per Area ITI scales. It has in 
conclusion urged that the contrary view and interpretation 
taken by the banks is not only unjustified and discriminatory 
but illegal and against the provisions and spirit of the Desai 
Award as well as the modified Sastry Award. It has, there- 
fore, prayed that the Tribunal should direct that the Banks 
are not entitled to the relief granted by para 5.362 of the 
Desai Award in respect of workmen employed in areas IV 
where the population, according to the 1961 census exceeds 
30,000. 

11. The All India State Bank of India Staff Federation 
has, in its written statement, after referring to the various 
relevant paragraphs of the Desai Award, already referred 
to by me, stated that the point of difficulty is as to whether 
the relief granted to the Banks under para 5.362 of the 
Desai Award would also be available to them in area JV 
under the Sastry Award whose population as under the 1961 
census has gone above the 30,000 figure. It has urged that 
apart from the Desai Award’s directions what is necessary 
to consider is, what would have been the position even under 
the Sastry Award as modified, of the employees employed in 
Area IV, when its population according to the 1961 census 
exceeded 30,000. It has argued that when the modification 
order of the Government prescribed that the areas with 
population 30,000 or below should be included in category 
IV, it did not mean that if a particular town was classified 
in area IV it would always remain in area IV irrespective 
of the fact that its population had increased beyond 30,000. 
In other words, that it was never intended that the town 
which had been classified in area IV under the Sastry Award 
as amended, will always continue to remain in that area. Jt 
has urged that even under the Sastry Award a town whose 
population goes beyond 30,000 would automatically stand 
up-graded, and that under the Desai Award also, a town 
in area IV of the Sastry Award, which had a population of 

30,000 or more under the 1961 census, it would automatically 
cease to be in category IV and whatever relief had been 
granted to the Bank for its such area IV employees would 
not be applicable to it in respect of -nich a town, because 
such ^relief w’as to be applicable only to an area with a popu- 
lation of less than 30,000. Tt has urged that in 1 para 4.190 
the Desai Award had, in unambiguous terms, directed that 
for the purpose of classification of areas only the latest avail- 
able all India figure should be considered. Therefore, since 
the 1961 census figures arc the latest available they alone 
should be taken into consideration. It has urged that the 
only conclusion to come to would be that the reliefs granted 
to the banks under para 5.362 would not be available to 
them in respect of the workmen employed in areas, where 
the population figure according to the 1961 census exceeded 
30,000. It has stated that the State Bank of India has put 
the same interpretation in respect of towns in Delhi Circle, 
whose population 1 according to the 1951 census was under 

30,000 and whose population under 1961 census had exceeded 

30,000 and this Union has, in para J2 of its written statement, 
given the names of 12 such towns in Delhi Circle. 

12. The AH India Bank Employees* Association (herein- 
after referred to as the 'Association’) in its written statement 
has traced at considerable length the historical background 
of the dispute going back to the time of the Sen Tribunal. 
It has also extracted seveuil directions of the Desai Award, 
already referred 1 q herein, II haj pointed out that under 
para 5.362, the Desai Tribunal did not abolish the Area IV 
at once but gave relief to the Banks so that the burden of 
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the abolition of Area IV would not fall upon them all at 
once and the Banka may be able to adjust themselves to the 
new awarded scales of pay and dearness allowance. It has 
specifically referred to the provision in para 5.362 of the 
Desai Award relating to the Banks which were not governed 
by the Sastry Award and has extracted the following observa- 
tion contained therein : — 

‘The reliefs provided as aforesaid were also available in 
respect of the workmen to whom the provisions of the 
Sastry Award as modified do not apply and who were 
employed at places falling within Area IV immediately 
prior to the date when this award became enforceable”, 
The Association has also referred to the directions of the 
Desai Award relating to (1) the grant of yearly increments 
for clerical and subordinate staff (see paras 5. 187 and 5.188), 
(2) Provident Fund Contribution (para 7.24), (3) Payment 
of Overtime (para 10.46), (4) Fitment of the different 
employees in the area (para 5.351), in support of its conten- 
tion that the Desai Award envisaged that certain areas origi- 
nally under Sastry Award would stand upgraded on account 
of increase in the population, the basis of which under the 
Sastry Award was the 1951 census and under the Desai 
Award the 1961 census, and according to the Association 
these provisions become enforceable under para 19.13 (1) 
of Desai Award from 1-1-1962, 

13. I may pause here and State that Shri K. K.. Mundul, 
the Vice-president of the Association, at the hearing also 
urged that the provisions m the Desai Award with regard to 
increments, provident fund contributions, special allowance 
and overtime payments were not touched for the purposes of 
rhe reliefs granted to the Banks under para 5.362, 

14. But to continue, the Association in its written state- 
ment has referred to para 6.27 of the Desai Award for the 
purpose of considering the population of a town and in para 
18 has urged that the Desai Tribunal was well aware that 
thero could be differences in the final population figures and 
these made out provisionally and therefore after referring 
to up-gradation and down gradation in future on the basis of 
working funds, it had made the following provision in para 
5.360 of its Award for the classification of areas ; — 

“Provisions similar to those laid down above will apply 
mutatis mutandis when a place subsequently falls 
within a higher or lower area, 1 ' 

The Association in para 19 of its written statement has 
pointedly drawn attention to the observation of the Desai 
Award in para 4.147, and has submitted that it shows that 
the Indian Banks Association had taken the stand before the 
Desai Tribunal that the Census report published by the 
Government of India should alone be the basis for such 
classification. It has pointed out that the Exchange Banks 
Association (.vce para 4.148 of the Desai Award) an<^ the 
State Bank of India, as also its Subsidiaries and the Northern 
India Banks Association (see paras 4.149, 4.150 and 4.151 of 
the Desai Award) had also taken a similar stand before the 
Desai Tribunal. The point that the Association was making 
was that whilst this Union was opposed to area- wise classifi- 
cation or classification on the basis of population, it was the 
Banks (through their various Associations) which had urged 
before the Desai Tribunal for classification on basis of popu- 
lation and that the Desai Tribunal had accepted that sub- 
mission of the Banks and had given direction for classification 
on population area-wise basis as shown above. 

15. The Association in para 23 of its written statement has 
urged that in implementing the Desai Award in respect of 
classification of areas, the Banks had taken it for granted that 
all places in Area IV under the Sastry Award would be 
treated us Area IV; whereas certain of these places had 
stood up-graded on the basis of the 1961 census. It has 
urged that thus not only had the Bank employees in such 
areas been deprived of the benefits of area III wages but had 
been paid 20% less wages in 1962; 15% less in tho year 
1963 and 10% less for the year 1964. It has also urged that 
this stand taken up by the Banks is also contradictory 
because such of tho Banks as were not governed by the Sastry 
Award have classified areas on the basis of the 1961 census; 
whereas other banks have retained the classification accord- 
ing to the 1951 census. It has stated that there are certain 
areas which have been classified by some Banks as Class Ilf 
areas whilst certain other Banks have classified the same 
areas as class TV Area, 
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16. The Association in para 24 of its written statement of 
claim has pointed out that on 31-12-1961 viz. the date 
immediately prior to the date when the Desai Award became 
enforceable with retrospective effect, the areas with popula- 
tion of 30,000 and below were to be deemed as areas IV 
for purposes of availing of the relief under para 5,362 and 
without such categorisation would sue-note be under the 
Desai Award, It has submitted that it therefore followed 
that an area with a population exceeding 30,000 would be 
excluded from the operation of the provisions of section 
5.362. 

17. The Association has urged that the basis for ascertain- 
ment of population as prescribed by paras 4.190 and 6.27 
of the Desai Award was tho 1961 census and that any cons- 
truciion placed on para 5.362 whereby reliance is placed on 
1951 census figures would nullify the material directions of 
the Desai Award. 

18. The Association has also submitted that the application 
of the 1961 census on all areas envisages upgradation of 
soveral areas either to area I or to Area II or to Area III 
from tho previous categorisation under the 1951 census. It 
has pointed out that some of the former Area III places 
under 1951 census had to bo up-graded to Area JI as per the 
1961 census and that necessarily Area IV under the 1951 
census would stand to be upgraded to Area III if its popula- 
tion exceeds 30,000 under the 1961 census. It has submitted 
that to reason otherwise would be to give a double relief to 
the banks, which was never the intention of the Tribunal. In 
other words it has urged that if an Area IV under the 1951 
census figures is up-graded to Area III under the 1961 basis 
adopted by the Desai Tribunal, the employees in these areas 
would be entitled to wages of Area III with effect from 
1-1-1962, the date from which the pay scales, special allow- 
ance and dearness allowance under the Desai Award came 
into operation under paras 5.347 and 19.13 of the Award. 
The Association has submitted that some banks have accepted 
this contention, but the claim of the workmen for retrospec- 
tive effect from M-1962 is still existing. The Association 
has submitted that the relief granted to the banks under 
para 5.362 of the Desai Award was in respect of pay as on 
1-1-1962 and not on tho future increments or the increase 
in the dearness allowance in future and that the table given 
under para 5.362 of the Desai Award was a proof of its 
contention. It has stated that the Banks had reduced the 
rates of yearly increments and also the increases in dearness 
allowance in the proportion of 20%, 15% and 10% for the 
years 1962, 1963 and 1964 respectively, which it has sub- 
mitted was not justified as their is no provision in para 5.362 
for relief in respect of special allowance and the consequen- 
tial dearness allowance on the same. The Association had 
stated that by its letter dated 16th September 1963 it had 
raised a dispute in the matters of the reduction in the quan- 
tum of increments, dearness allowance thereon, overtime 
payments and contribution to Provident Fund, but the 
Government of India had only made the reference which is 
the subject matter of this enquiry and had advised the Asso- 
ciation by its letter dated 3rd March 1964 (Annexure 'A') 
that the matters pertaining to the Union’s grievances with 
regard to deduction in increments, provident fund, overtime 
etc. were linked with the issue referred for clarification to 
this Tribunal under this Reference. The Association in 
paragraphs 35 of its written statement of claim, has submitted 
the directions which should be given in this reference and it 
has urged that the reduction of 20%, 15%, 1,0% for 1962, 
1963, 1964 respectively provided for in para 5.362 should 
apply only to the basic pay and dearness allowance and not 
to the other allowances namely overtime allowance, incre- 
ments, provident fund contribution etc. It has, therefore, 
submitted that the reference should be answered by the Tri- 
bunal directing that the reliefs granted by paragraph 5.362 
is in respect of emoluments of workmen who were employed 
in places falling within Area IV under tho Sastry Award (as 
modified) would not be available in respect of workmen 
employed in areas where the population according to the 
1961 census exceeds 30,000. 

19. I must now notice the written statement filed on behalf 
of (1) the Stale Bank of India and (2) on behalf of the 
Banks in general by the Labour Secretariat of the Banks in 
India. 
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20. The State Bant of India in its written statement dated 
1 5th June 1964 has stated that there is no scope for any 
doubt or difficulty and that the true and correct interpretation 
of the directions in para 5362 of the Desai Award is that 
the reliefs are applicable in respect of those branches or 
offices of the banks which immediately prior to the date 
when the said award became enforceable were classified as 
in Area IV under the Sastry Award as modified, or in the 
case of banks not governed by the Sastry Award as modified, 
which were in places having a population of 30,000 or less 
according to the 1951 census. 

21. The State Bank of India has next submitted that the 
interpretations placed by the Unions on the provisions of para 
5362 have proceeded on two basic assumptions which were 
unwarranted and untenable viz. (i) that the Sastry Award 
as modified provided for the automatic upgradation of places 
in area IV to Area III irrespective of 1961 census report and 
(ii) that the Desai Tribunal had directed that in determining 
the area-wise classification according to the Sastry Award as 
modified, particularly Area IV, regard should be had to the 
1961 census figures whether provisional or final. With regard 
to the first assumption the State Bank of India has contended 
that it is abundantly clear that the area-wise classification 
under the Sastry Award as modified, was exclusively based 
on census figures of 1951 and there is no direction in the 
Sastry Award as modified for either up-grading or down- 
grading a place. 

22. With regard to the second assumption, the State Bank 
of India has stated that it was obvious that the Desai Tribu- 
nal had directed that there should be only three areas. It 
has urged that by no stretch of imagination could it be said 
Hull the Desai Award had defined Area IV which, according 
to its own directions was not to exist at all; that wherever 
the Desai Award talked of Area IV, it referred to it, “as 
Area IV of the Sastry Award as modified'' or, “the erstwhile 
Area JV'\ 

23. It has urged that neither of the two assumptions can be 
met without doing violence to the language and directions not 
only of the Desai Award but also of the Sastry Award. It has, 
further submitted that this Tribunal has no jurisdiction to 
supplement either the Sastry or the Desai Award when deal- 
ing with the question under reference which has been referred 
to it under Section 36 A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. 
It has urged that if the contention of the Unions were to be 
accepted, it would result in totally nullifying the relief given 
by the Desai Tribunal by paragraph 5.362 of its award and 
would set at nought the reasons for which such relief was. 
given. 

24. The 'Stale Bank has then proceeded in its written 
statement to reply to the various contentions and submissions 
made in their written statements by the All India Slate Bant 
of India Staff Federation and the State Bank of India 
Employees' Association, Delhi Circle. It is not necessary to 
reproduce these submissions as I shall deal with those rele- 
vant later when discussing the merits of the submissions 
made by the representatives of both parties. 

25. The written statement of the Labour Secretariat of the 
Banks in India dated 24th of March 1964, has followed the 
pattern of the written statement filed on behalf of the State 
Bank of India and has urged the same preliminary objections 
and contentions as have been urged by the State Bank of 
India. It has in its written statement dealt with the conten- 
tions and submissions contained in the written statements of 
claim filed by the All India Bank Employees’ Association and 
the All India Bank .Employees’ Federation and I shall deal 
with these contentions and submissions when 1 deal with the 
reference on its merits. 

26. In deciding this reference I shall bear in mind the 
scope and limitation of an enquiry under Section 36A of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Act 14 of 1947) as laid down 
by the Honourable Supreme Court, in the case of Kirlosker 
Oil Engines Limited, Kirkce Poona and its workmen and two 
others (1961 IT LLJ p. 675), where their Lordships have 
observed that the proceedings contemplated under Section 
36A are not intended for the Tribunal to review or modify 
ils orders and that its scope is limited to the determination 
of the difficulties and doubts arising as to interpretation of 
any provision of any award and any question about the pro- 
perty, correctness of validity of the Award would b c out- 
side the purview of the enquiry contemplated by the Section. 


27. Shri Setlur for the Banks has contended that the 
schedule to the order of reference itself postulates that the 
Area IV is the Area IV in the Sastry Award (as modified) 
and that the question is whether there is a scope under Section 
5.362 to increase the benefits to areas where the population 
according to the 1961 census exceeds 30,000. He has con- 
tended that the question referred to is not whether there Is 
any doubt or difficulty with regard to the interpretation of 
any directions of the Award, but whether the provisions of 
para 5362 of the Desai Award should apply to areas with 
population of more than 30,000 under the 1961 census. This 
according to him amounts to the Government not asking the 
Tribunal to interpret the award, but to supplement it. 

28. In my opinion, his objection to the reference is not 
sustainable. The order of reference clearly specifies that 
difficulties have arisen as to the interpretation of the said 
Award in respect of the question specified in the schedule to 
the said order. The schedule dearly specifies the question 
as to the interpretation of which doubts and difficulties have 
arisen and the short question is whether the reliefs granted 
to the Banks under para 5362 of the Desai Award in respect 
of emoluments of workmen employed in Area IV under the 
Sastry Award (as modified) would also be available in res- 
pect of the workmen employed in areas where the population 
according to the 1961 census exceeds 30,000. There can be 
veiy little doubt that the reference relates to the areas under 
the Sastry Award which were class IV areas, because their 
population under the 1951 census was less than -30,000, but 
whose population under the 1961 census had increased to 
over 30,000. There could be no question any other area 
having been referred to as there is no class IV area under 
the Desai Award. In my opinion, what has been referred to 
by the Government is the question of what is the proper 
interpretation of the directions contained in paragraph 5362 
of the Desai Award relating to the reliefs to Banks in 
respect of the emoluments to employees in class IV area 
under the Sastry Award (as modified), whose population 
under the 1961 census has gone above 30,000. This, in my 
opinion, is a reference as to interpretation of a paragraph 
(Para 5.362) of the Desai Award and not a supplementation 
of any part of that Award. In the result, I hold that the 
reference is valid and the objection to its validity urged by 
Shri Setlur is not maintainable. 

29. Without prejudice, Shri Setlur has next urged that 
under the reference the scope of the interpretation is confined 
lo para 5362 of the Desai Award and that the intention of 
the Tribunal and its mind must be interpreted as disclosed 
by the words it has used in that paragraph of its Award, 
That no doubt is true, but in a limited sense. In interpreting 
the scope of the Directions contained in any part of an Award 
in this case Para 5362 of the Desai Award, it would, in my 
opinion, not only be permissible, but also necessary, to refer 
to T>ther connected paragraphs of the Award which would 
throw light on what was the real intention of the Tribunal 
in the directions which it gave under the disputed para of its 
Aw^rd and it is for this very reason that both sides, in their 
respective written statements and in the submissions, have 
referred to and relied upon the other paragraphs of the 
Award which, in their opinion, were relevant and necessary 
to determine the intention of the Tribunal in giving the 
directions it has given in para 5362 of its Award, 

30. The history of the area-wise classification in the Bank- 
ing industry has already been noted in the written statement 
of the parties referred to above. The Desai Award has 
dealt with the question of area-wise classification in para 
4.130 of its Award. It is clear from Tie discussions in the 
Desai Award that the representatives of the Bank employees 
had agitated before it for abolition of all areas, particularly 
of Area IV under the Sastry Award and that was the main 
reason why the Area IV came to be abolished by the direc- 
tions contained in the Desai Award, The Desai Award 
classified banks into three classes to indicate or reflect their 
paying capacity and also provided area-wise classification, on 
the basis of the cost of living in those areas, bigger towns 
with higher population being considered costlier than smaller 
towns with lesser population. As rightly pointed out by 
Shri Dudhia a population line had to be drawn to differen- 
tiate the cost of living in the various classes of areas from 
the point of view of determining the cost of living which 
forms one of the basis on which wage scales and other bene- 
fits were granted to the workmen. There is also not the 
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least doubt, that whilst the Sastry Award adopted the 1951 
census figures for determining the population basis for the 
area^wise classification, the Desai Award had adopted the 
1961 census figures as its basis. The Desai Tribunal in 
paragraph 4.190 of its award has stated that for the purposes 
of classification of areas, “only the latest available all India 
census figures should be taken into account”. It went on to 
observe that a similar direction was given by the previous 
Tribunal (Sastry Tribunal) and that this was a salutary 
direction. It is for these reasons that the Tribunal directed 
as follows in paragraph 4.190 of its Award : — 

“Until the final official population figures of the latest 
1961 census are available, provisional figures as officially 
published should be adopted.” 

Therefore, it is quite dear that the classification of the areas 
under the Desai Award had to be on the basis of the 1961 
census population figures. Now, the Desai Tribunal has in 
Para 4.134 of its Award discussed the basis of area-wise 
classification adopted by the Sastry Tribunal and in subse- 
quent paragraphs traced the history of how the area-wise 
classification came to be finally amended by the Bank’s 
commission. In para 4.41 of its Award the Desai Tribunal 
has dealt with the opposition of the Unions to area-wise 
classification and in paragraphs 4.162, 4.165, 4.167 and in 
4.172 it has considered the arguments that were urged by the 
Banks for retention of the Area IV, and it came to the find- 
ing that the lower scales of pay prescribed for Area IV had 
not resulted in more branches of Banks being opened in these 
areas, and in paragraph 4.177, it recorded its conclusion that 
there was no necessity for the retention of Area IV as far as 
the Commercial Banks are concerned. In para 4.180, it 
came to the conclusion that Area IV should not be retained 
so far as the State Bank of India was concerned and in para 
4.183 it stated that the reasons stated by it for the abolition 
of Area IV in connection with the State Bank of India, 
equally well applied to its subsidiaries and that those banks 
should fail in line i with the remaining banks in the country 
in connection with I Area IV and in' the last line of para 
4.183 it expressed its opinion as follows : — 

“I am of the view that these banks should also fall in 
line with the remaining banks in the country in connec- 
tion with Area IV. In my view Area IV needs to be 
abolished.” 

In para 4.184, the Desai Tribunal noted that the difference 
in the total remuneration payable by A,B,C class banks 
under the Sastry Award (as modified) to the clerical staff 
and the members of the subordinate staff in Area III and in 
Area IV was very much. It further noted that the difference 
would be further accentuated if the total remuneration pay- 
able under its own Award if Area Ilf is considered. It 
observed that if Area IV is abolished ail at once there would 
be a sudden steep increase in the total remuneration of work- 
men at present employed in Area IV. It therefore, observed 
as follows : — 

“It is desirable that the change should be gradual. It 
is further desirable that in the same place the total 
remuneration payable to a workman should not differ 
having regard to the fact whether a bank has opened a 
branch after my award or before my award comes into 
force. Accordingly, I am providing for a short transi- 
tional period during which progressively higher wages 
will be paid in Area IV until they come in level with 
those paid in Area III and Area IV will cease to exist.” 

31. Shri Sowani, who appeared for the All India State 
Bank of India Staff Federation and the All India Bank of 
Baroda Federation, argued that the effect of paragraph 5.362 
read with the directions given in paragraphs 4.184 was that 
Area IV did not stand abolished as on 1-1-1962 but con- 
tinned for a further period and will stand abolished in 1966, 
but till then the provisions of para 5.351 will apply with 
regard to the upgradation by increased population under the 
census figure of 1961. It is, therefore, necessary to refer to 
the directions given in paragraph 5.351 of the Desai Award, 
which is a short paragraph, in which the Tribunal in clear 
terms directed as follows : — 

Para 5-351 “As a result of the extinction of Area IV and 
the upgradation of places falling in various Areas as 
from 1st January 1962 workmen employed at places in 
Area IV and other Areas according to the Sastry Award 


as modified will be fitted in the new scales of pay appli- 
cable to the areas in which such places fait under this 
award.” 

All the . representatives of the Unions have relied upon this 
paragraph of the Award and there is not the least doubt that 
by this paragraph what the Desai Award meant was that the 
workmen employed at places in Area IV under the Sastry 
Award (as modified) will be fitted in the new scales of pay 
for areas in which those places fall under the Desai Award. 
As I pointed out earlier there is not the least doubt that the 
Desai Award had adopted the 1961 census nopulation figures 
as the basis for the classification of three areas prescribed by 
it. Therefore, when in paragraph 5.351 of its Award the 
Desai Tribunal directed that workmen employed at places in 
Aiea IV and other areas according to the Sastry Award as 
modified were to be fitted in the new scales of pay applicable 
to the areas in which such places fall under its Award, what 
it meant was that the employees of the “erstwhile Area IV” 
(and this expression the Desai Award has repeatedly used 
in its award) should be fitted into the scales of pay applicable 
to areas classified on the basis of 1961 census figures. Now, 
on the basis of the 1961 census figures under the Desai 
Award places with a population of less than 1,00,000 (one 
Lakh) were to be classified in Area III [see paragraph 4.189 
sub-para (iii)]. Therefore, the directions contained in para 
5.362 read with the directions contained in para 5. 351 can 
only mean that the workmen in places in Area IV under the 
Sastry Award as modified, whose population had under the 
1961 census increased to over 30,000, were to be fitted into 
the scales of pay prescribed under the Desai Award for 
Banks in Area III but the banks were to get the relief 
stated in para 5.362 viz. that in 1962, 1963, 1964 and 1965 
they were to pay 20 percent, 15%, 10% and 5% less respec- 
tively for each of these years till the reliefs to the Banks 
ceased in 1966 and “Area IV was completely extinguished,” 
I am, more than satisfied, as contended by Shri Scwani and 
Shri Dudhia, that paragraph 5.351 refers to the 1961 census 
figures of population and therefore towns in Areas IV under 
the Sastry Award as modified, whose population had gone 
above 30,000 under the 1961 census would be deemed to 
have been upgraded to Area III under the Desai Award. I 
accept Shri Sowani’s contention that this paragraph visualises 
that those falling in the higher area under the 1961 census 
will get the higher grade of pay. 

32. Shri Setlur had drawn my attention on the fact that 
in para 5.351, there is no reference to the 1961 population 
figures. That no doubt is true, but the words “the areas in 
which such places fall under this Award” can have no other 
meaning except places which fall into a particular area under 
the 1961 population census figures bearing in mind the clear 
directives given in the earlier para 4.190 of this Award, to 
which attention has already been drawn. 

In this connection the representative of the workmen have 
also referred to the directions contained in paragraph 5.353 
and 5.354, which have referred to the fitment of workmen 
falling into “the second group”. Under para 5.347 of the 
Award Second Group consists of “workmen who on first 
January 1962 were employed in banks which were not govern- 
ed by the provisions of the Sastry Award (as modified) and 
who were not drawing basic pay on the footing of the scales 
of pay provided by the Sastry Award as modified”. Now, 
with regard to the fitting of this second group of workmen 
into the pay scales awarded in the Desai Award, the Desai 
Tribunal in paragraphs 5.354 directed that, “the workmen 
will as on 1-1-1962 be first fitted in the appropriate scales of 
pay provided under the Sastry Award as modified having 
regard to the working funds of the banks concerned and the 
places where the workmen were employed”, and unde* para- 
graph 3.555 gave the direction that, “after the workmen have 
been notionally so fitted, they will again be re-fitted into the 
new scales provided by this Award on the basis of the provi- 
sion applicable to the workmen in the first group as set out 
above”, the earlier paragraph being paragraph 5.357. I 
accept the contention urged by Shri Mundul and which has 
been supported by the submissions made by Shri Dudhia and 
Shri Sowani that if their interpretation were not accepted, it 
would lead to the anomalous position that workmen of a 
bank not governed by the Sastry Award as modified which 
had a population say of 31,000 under the 1961 census would 
get the full grade HI scales benefit under the Desai Awards 
whilst the employees of the Banks governed by the Sastry 
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\ward in Class J.V areas having a population of 31,000 under 
the 1961 census would not get the full benefit of grade 111 
scales of pay. They have rightly urged that this inconsistency 
or anomaly should not be allowed to arise and that it can 
be dissolved by putting both employees in Class IV areas 
of Hanks governed by the Sastry Award as modified and 
employees In class IV areas of Banks which were not covered 
by the Sastry Award, being treated on the same footing under 
the Desai Award, and that that was the intention of thS 
Desai Award. 

33. Parties have also referred to the directions contained 
in paragraphs 5.3 5 S which provides that, “in future when- 
-vtr a bank as a result of the increase in its working funds 
as provided is upgraded, the workmen then employed in the 
bank will have to be fitted in the scales of pay applicable to 
the class to which that bank has been upgraded. 11 J do not 
think that this direction excluded workmen in areas IV under 
die Sastry Award getting the benefit of the scales of pay for 
El'-ss m areas when under the 1961 census i is population 
exceeds 30,000* If the intention of Desai Tribunal had been 
otherwise it would have given a direction to that effect. On 
the contrary, from the various paragraphs of ihs Desai Award 
it is clear that it had no such intention.

35. J, therefore, hold that the relief granted L o banks in 
p;tin 5.362 of die Derm AwTrd in rcipeci of the emoluments 
of ;he workmen who were employed at places frilling within 
Area IV under the fetry Award (as modified), would also 
be available in respect of the workmen employed in areas 
where the populiiion, according to 1961 census, exceeds 
30,000 and this is my decision on the question referred to me 
by this reference. 

36. I may note that separate written statements were also 
filed on behalf of the following Baulks viz., (1) Narang Bank 
of India Ltd., (2) New Bank of India Ltd., (3) National 
Bank of Lahore Ltd., (4) Oriental Bank of Commerce Ltd., 

{ 5 ) Lajcmi Commercial Bank l_ld M (6) The Punjab and 


Sind Efank Ltd., and (7) Salem Bank Ltd., and also the 
following Unions viz,, (1) State Bank of India Employees 
Federation (Bengal Circle), (2) Stale Bank of India Emplo- 
yees Federation (Delhi Circle), (3) All India Overseas Bank 
Employees 1 Union, Madras, (4) Bihar Provincial Central 
Bank of India Employees’ Association, (5) Salem Bank 
Employees’ Union, (6) U.P. Bank Employees Union, (7) 
Shri S. C, Patel for self and on behalf of the workmen of 
(he Anand Branch of State Bank of India, (8) Nedungadi 
Bank Employees' Union, Calicut and (9) Bank Employees’

37. Shri Mundul has urged that the benefit of this decision 
should also cover the benefit by way of increments, provident 
fund contribution, special allowance and overtime payments. 
In this connection he has referred me to his Association's 
written statement to which 1 have refen ed in paras 13 and 
3 8 supra. Now, the Government in their letter to the Asso- 
ciation dated 3rd March 1964 had stated that these matters 
verc allied to the question under this reference. Shri 
Mvndiri T)as, therefore, urged that 1 should direct by this 
-keirica that the Banks were not entitled to the benefits of 
fne reliefs which were granted to them under para 5.362 in 
respect of the-'? rayments viz. increments, provident fund 
special allowance and overtime payments. But 
I irn anf the coiner, that a Tribunal to which a reference is 
f ^nadc under Section 36A has only jurisdiction to decide the 
J-rficular specific question which is referred to it for inter- 
p: elation and cannot give a decision on ary other matter 
eve a allied to the question refer 1 ed to it unless the same is 
aUo referred to it in specific terms.
